|Knapsack Priests’ And Mobile 
Chapels Sow Faith In Germany 


Fill Spiritual Needs Of Thousands Of Refugees From Red Tyranny 


J UNDREDS of thousands of 

“Tron Curtain” Catholic ref- 
ugees and escapees residing in 
predominantly Protestant West 
German communities where 
there are still few Catholic 
churches, are celebrating Mass 
in open fields and under tents 
thanks to a mobile chapel pro- 
gram supervised by more than 
a hundred missionaries from 
eight Western European coun- 
tries. In addition, 50 expellee 
“knapsack priests” from East- 
ern Europe, riding bicycles or 
driving private cars, .are vis- 
iting smaller villages to minis- 
ter to scattered Catholic refugee 
groups from the Communist 
satellite states. 


Eighteen different religious 
orders are represented in this 
post-war program devoted to 
fulfill the spiritual needs of 
those who have- fled Communist 
tyranny. About half the mis- 
sionaries traveling in the 30 
mobile chapels are Germaris, 
while the others come from Bel- 
gium, Holland, Switzerland, 
Austria, France, Spain and the 
Saar. The “knapsack priests,” 
who are former citizens of Lith- 
uania, Poland, Ukraine, Hun- 
gary and Czechoslovakia, con- 
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duct their services in Protestant 
churches, military chapels, 
schools and private homes.

In St. Cloud 


Mrs. Elmer Barg did. something 
in St. Cloud, Minnesota, a pre- 
dominantly Catholic city. Accord- 
ing to the Christian Century corre- 
spondent in St. Cloud, as reported 
by Dr. Wesberry, “When she heard 
some children discussing ‘crime 
comics’ in her small grocery store, 
she was shocked and took the mat- 
ter up with the editor, a priest, 
of the Catholic diocesan weekly. 
The mayor appointed Mrs. Barg, 
the priest and Ray Anderson, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist Church, to 
investigate the situation.

There seems to be only one way 
to arouse public opinion suffici- 
ently so that ordinances prohibit- 
ing the sale of this material will 
be passed and enforced. That is by 
showing the people exactly what 
kind of rot is being read by chil- 
dren and youth. 

T. E. Murphy, of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, in last Junes’ Reader’s 
Digest, points this out. He says 
that he became alarmed over a 
couple of comics left by a neigh- 
bor’s child in his home. “I picked 
them up casually and began rif- 
fling through the pages. I could 
not have been more startled if | 
had stepped accidentally on a pair 
of king cobras. The comic books 
were loaded with the most deprav- 
ed pictorial material I had ever 
seen.” 

He appealed to the druggist who 
told him he didn’t have time to 
read them. He spoke to other par- 
ents about it and “not until they 
had seen with their own eyes that 
it is not violence but abnormality, 
perversion and decay that these so- 
called ‘comics’ purvey did they be- 
gin to awaken.” .

The Hartford, Connecticut, Cour- 
ant used this “sunlight treat- 
ment” and caused a clean-up of 
Hartford and other nearby com- 
munities. The Courant published a 
photomontage showing the covers 
of the worst of the crime comics 
together with an article entitled 
“Depravity for Children—10 Cents 
a Copy.” 

Mr. Murphy says that “any com- 
munity can clean up the crime- 
comic situation if a few respon- 
sible people will set themselves to 
the task. You have to do something 
about the filthy books in particu- 
lar. Your hometown newspapers 
can do the job if you will pitch in 
and help.” 

This “sunlight treatment” was 
also used by Dr. Frederic Werth- 
am in his book “Seduction of the 
Innocent.” This book was reviewed 
in The New Statesman and Nation, 
published in London, England, and 
the first paragraph of that review 
gives a good idea of some of «the 
things that can be found constantly 
in some of ‘the comic books on our 
newsstands: 

“Dr. Wertham’s Seduction of the 
Innocent is a terrifying book.

Negroes. A page is devoted to a 
chart showing how a man can best 
be hurt by having his eye gouged 
out, his temple or stomach kicked, 
his throat or nose smashed with 
suitable blows and, indeed, how 
every vulnerable spot, except one, 
can be effectively attacked. This 
male figure wears trunks and the 
child is not instructed to kick him 
in the groin.” 


America’s Shame 


This London newspaper is con- 
cerned about what would seem to 
be an American problem because 
“almost all these American comics 
are now on sale in England.” The 
import of American comics-is not 
allowed in this country, but Eng- 
lish publishers buy the matrices 
from America, and the most hor- 
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Literature. 


Press reports from Spain 
declare that increased. porno- 
graphy in the United States 


can “prove an enemy within more 
to be feared than Communism.” 
Even China has problems because 
of the periodicals which reach 
their shores from the United 
States. Recently the National Or- 
ganization for Decent Literature 
received an inquiry from China for 
a list of disapproved magazines, 
pocket-size books and comics, in 
the hope of checking the distri- 
bution there of the filthy produc- 
tions. 

After Major General William F. 
Dean returned from three years of 
imprisonment in Korea he was ask- 
ed what disturbed him most about 
the United States since his return. 
He replied: “The thing that dis- 
turbed me most about the United 
States when I returned home was 
the emphasis given to crime and 
sex in comic books. I did not see 
or hear of this sort of thing all the 
time I was in Korea and the con- 
trast is all the more apparent to 
me.” 

This country deserves these in- 
dictments and will continue to get 
them until indecent literature is 
completely destroyed in this coun- 
try. And it’s up to you to do some- 
thing about’ it in your community.

The Majority Is Normal! 


JACK 


| HOPE you all had a chance to 
read the article “Bill Mauldin 
Asks Today’s Teen-Agers ‘What 
Gives?’” in the Sanusty 21 issue 
of Collier’s. It is one of the best 
— about teen-agers I’ve ever 
read. 


What does he reveal? Well, I 
think the teen-agers and those just 
a few years out of the teens will 
find, as I did, that he reveals ab- 
solutely nothing. You won’t learn 
anything you didn’t already know. 


And that’s what makes the ar- 
ticle good. Bill Mauldin knows 
teen-agers, has made a _ thorough 
study of them, and, has given an 
excellent picture of today’s teen- 
agers. He did a lot of reading about 
them and travelled all over’ the 
country for firsthand material. 
His conclusion is: 


“By the end of the trip I had the 
very unsensational impression that 
the general run of today’s teen- 
agers is just as tame as the major- 
ity of kids I remember from my 
own high-school days (Bill is 32 
and so youthful looking that in 
two places—Washington, D.C. and 
Dallas, Texas—when he sat in 
honky-tonks with kids half his age, 
waiters said to him: “Sorry, kid, 
we can’t serve anyone under 21”). 


“Oh, there are some savage little 
cusses, all right,”. Bill continues, 
“dedicated to felonies where the 
delinquents of my youth were 
satisfied with misdemeanors, and 
we'll get around to the stomping, 
stabbing, goof-ball set later, but I 
think it’s more important and 
even more interesting to deal with 
the normal majority first. The 
average youngster has enough spe- 
cial problems, growing up in these 
ominous times, without having to 
be identified with and described in 
the same breath with the ‘juvies,’ 
whose antics reap so much lurid 
publicity. Some of the kids feel 
this keenly.” 


secret of “Oriental mind power” 
and for a certain sum of money 
they. will send it on to you. You 
can then exert amazing “mastery 
of others” and “rise victorious 
over problems in your own life”— 
just by the power of your thinking. 


I have never thought that any- 
one—especially a Catholic—would 
take this kind of stuff seriously. 
But lately I have received letters 
from teen-aged youth inquiring 
about the “process.” 

The answer is: Have nothing 
to do with it. The fellows who 
promote this stuff are doing 
nothing but capitalizing on peo- 

le’s worries and abnormal 
ears. They are scavengers— 
like buzzards—looking for weak 
or disturbed minds to prey 
upon. Their “process” is a ter- 
rible fraud and can lead to 
eventual insanity. If you are 
worried about something take it 
to the confessional! | 
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Bill shows how today’s youth are 
different from teen-agers in 1940. 


The draft is, of course, one big 
factor. All youth know that the 
boys are going to have to put in 
some time in the military service. 
This makes some determined to 
have a good time until then and 
others more serious. 


Those’ who plan careers are 
forced to try to find those that 
the army won’t foul up so their 
time in the service won’t be a com- 
plete waste to them. Others are 
“security conscious” and plan on 
careers that have a good pension 
plan. Things like this were un- 
known when Bill was a teen-ager. 
It’s just that today’s war threat has 
made today’s youth more’ prac- 
tical. 

As far as sex is concerned, Bill 
points out that. “through advertis- 
ing, movies, books, television and 
the like, the average American 
adolescent today is exposed to more 
half-baked erotic stimulation than 
ever before in history.” And he 
gives as an example a four-block 
stretch in an Illinois town start- 
ing at the drugstore and ending at 
the school. 


“We get to the high school—just 
in time to see a couple of kids 
sneak a smooch behind an ever- 
green on the lawn. Their parents, 
who never blink at Sex on Main 
Street, would be appalled.” 


Bill says that the fact that a lot 
of kids are adjusting so well to 
this age should be a source of com- 
fort. 


As I said at the beginning, Bill’s 
article won’t teach you anything 
you didn’t already know. It Is 
directed primarily at parents, and 
I think you ought to ask your par- 
ents to read it.

To earn money to enable 
him to study for the priesthood he 
worked at all sorts of menial jobs 
and after his ordination lost no 
time plunging into his chosen work 
among the unfortunate occupants 
- 9 slums of his native Turin in

At the time that Don Bosco 
entered upon his life work, Italy’s 
national economy was poor and 
Turin was a mecca for thousands of 
young boys who flocked there in 
the hope of getting work in the 
factories and in the various trades. 


In contrast to the shelters pro- 
vided in modern times for home- 
less youth, Don Bosco had great 
difficulty in providing housing for 
his young charges. He found it 
necessary to move at frequent 
intervals because his neighbors 
continually complained about the 
noise made by his undisciplined 
boys. He finally found a large 
vacant shed in which, as best he 
could, he housed the more than 800 
lads who had flocked to his banner. 
Opponents of his work spread the 
rumor that,he was using the swarms 
of youths as part of a personal 
political plot and this brought him 
under police surveillance. His 
enemies circulated the impression 
that anyone who undertook such a 
work must of necessity be insane 
and went so far as to formulate 
plans for his commitment to a 
mental asylum, but Don Bosco 
managed to thwart every obstruc- 
tive effort aimed at him. 


Play, Work, Pray 


The evening classes and pro- 
grams of entertainment so common 
today in youth programs were 
somewhat revolutionary when Don 
Bosco introduced them. His phil- 
osophy was that a mixture of play, 
study, prayer and manual work 
was the best antidote for the evils 
of that day and its wisdom was 
soon manifest. Former detractors 
of his methods became his most 
vociferous champions. Carefully 
selecting his most gifted students, 
he gave them special instructions 
and coached them into becoming 
teachers of others. 


The growth of Don Bosco’s reli- 
gious-social program of uplifting 
the downtrodden young was little 
short of phenomenal. In 1857, 
while he was in his early forties, 
Bosco organized his priests and 
‘assistants into the Salesian Order, 
which has since spread to five con- 
tinents and now numbers more 
than 12,000 members. The Order’s 
schools have graduated millions of 
boys into useful careers and the 
sisterhood he founded for the 
education of girls has been similar- 
ly productive. The Salesian Order’s 
domain also includes parishes, 
hospitals, ‘colleges, industrial and 
agricultural schools, mission out- 
posts and leper colonies.

Models For The Persecuted 


Early Marty 


ITH persecution rampant and 

martyrdom the order of the 
day in so many countries of the 
world, the feast of the early 
martyrs of Japan takes on new 
interest to all Christians. It was 
threat of war which first led St. 
Peter Baptist to Japan. 


Peter Baptist, a Franciscan 
missionary of Manila in the 
Philippine Islahds, was descended 
from ancient Spanish nobility. Not 
only was he known for his holy 
life, he was also recognized for 
his learning and his capability in 
handling difficult situations. 

About the year 1592, the heathen 
emperor of Japan, Taicosama, de- 
cided to invade and conquer the 
Philippine Islands. Upon learning 
of this, King Phillip If of Spain 
sent Father Peter Baptist as his 
ambassador to Taicosama. 

With three companions the holy 
Franciscan set forth upon his 
mission to Japan. So remarkable 
was his success, that he succeeded 
in winning the emperor to terms 
of peace and obtained permission 
to spread Christianity throughout 
the Japanese empire without inter- 
ference. The response to the 
zealous group of Franciscan mis- 
sionaries was so great that in a 
very short time several convents of 
his order were founded on the 
islands, churches and _ hospitals 


were built, hundreds of pagans 
were converted to Christianity.

The emperor, Taicosama, even 
gave them a neglected temple in 
his capital city of Meako with per- 
mission to rebuild it as a Catholic 
church. 

Then, as now, the devils did not 
like to see their domain wrenched 
from them and restored to Christ 
and their power over these pagan 
islands diminished. They incited 
the pagan Japanese priests against 
these missionaries. The pagans 
became so enraged at the progress 
of Christianity that they had to 
find ways and means of getting rid 
of the missionaries. At last they 
succeeded in making the Emperor 
believe that the missionaries were 
going to dethrone him-and to give 
his country to the Spaniards. 

Believing the pagan _ priests, 
Taicosama promptly ordered that 
all the missionaries as well as those 
who helped them be imprisoned 
and put to death. | 

The heathens promptly carried 
out the Emperor’s orders. Father 
Peter Baptist together with five 
other Franciscans, 17 Tertiaries of 
the Third Order of St. Francis who 
had been working as catechists, 
teachers, sacristans, and infirmar- 
ians, and also three Jesuits were 
imprisoned. This was in December 
1596, three and a half years after 
their arrival on thé islands. 

Early in January they were led 
out of their prisons into the public

Quick Coffee Cake 


Here’s. the “quickest” of them 
all — an easy-to-prepare coffee 
cake made from a 1-pound loaf of 
unsliced bread. 


1-pound loaf enriched bread, un- 
sliced; butter or margarine; 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon; 4 _ tablespoons 
sugar; 3 medium-sized cooking 
apples. 


Slice the loaf lengthwise in 1- 
inch slices; brush melted butter 
on all sides. Place buttered slices 
on cookie sheets. Mix cinnamon 
and sugar. Pare apples, cut in 
quarters, remove core and slice 
about %-inch thick. Arrange slices 
in rows on bread; cover with cin-

Because people today like to get 
their information in digest form, 
pamphlets meet a widespread and 
urgent need. They can readily be 
slipped into one’s pocket and read 
on a bus or street car; they can be 
circulated through the mail or oth- 
erwise with the greatest ease. 


Form the habit of purchasing a 
pamphlet from the rack in your 
church vestibule each Sunday. In 
a few years you can have a hun- 
dred circulating, doing the work 
of so many missionaries. Hundreds 
of inquirers come to instruction 
classes each year because their in- 
terest was first aroused through 
the reading of a pamphlet. 

Every home should have three 
or four good Catholic magazines 
coming regularly to their reading 
room besides their diocesan news- 
paper. Our Sunday Visitor. regu- 
larly carries an unusually large 
amount of instructive religious 
matter and will enrich the spiri- 
tual life of every family. After 
reading your Catholic magazines 
and newspapers, always pass them 
on to your churchless neighbors. 

I started out by promising to tell 
you of an easy way to win souls 
for God. That way is to make ex- 
perts work for you by passing on 
their publications—Catholic books, 
pamphlets, magazines and news- 
papers—to churchless friends :and 
neighbors. The greatest instru- 
mentality ever devised by man to 
influence the thought and senti- 
ment of mankind is the printing 
press. 

Our Supreme Pontiffs have re- 
peatedly emphasized the impor- 
tance of the Catholic press and 
have asked every family to wel- 
come its products into their home 
and to make good use of them to 
spread the religion of Christ.

atholic Jurists Show Crime-Free Method Of Play 


Brooklyn,—(NC)—The wisdom and prudence of operating bingo 
games for worthy causes should be decided by those who run religious, 
charitable, and fraternal organizations and the criminal law should 
control such games, but not prohibit them. 


THIS OPINION is put forth in 
an article in the first issue of 
The Catholic Lawyer, a new legal 
magazine prepared by. the St. 
Thomas More Institute for Legal 
Research at St. John’s University 
School of Law here. 


Authors of the copyrighted ar- 
ticle are Prof. Frederick Ludwig 
of the St. John’s School of Law 
and Father Dominic Hughes, O. 
P., of the University’s Graduate 
School. 

The writers say that bingo is 
not an evil in itself nor is it al- 
ways subject to abuse which 
would make its absolute prohibi- 
tion necessary. 


Probably no one would claim 
that bingo as a game, and apart 
from its usc as a means of gam- 
bling, is morally evil, they contend. 
“When played for prizes, however, 
especially under the auspices. of 
professional gamblers, of course 
the dangers of abuse are fairly evi- 
dent,” they write. 


But, setting up six conditions 
under which gambling is morally 
acceptable, the authors write that 
when bingo fulfills these require- 
ments, it is “perfectly possible” 
for it to be a morally permissible 
game, 

The six conditions are: 

1) The game itself must be 
one which is wholesome and free 
from factors which would make 
it wrong regardless of the ele- 
ment of be 

2) The game must not become 


an all-absorbing passion to the’ 
detriment of one’s duties in life. 

3) The er must be free to 
play or n 


4) The game must be honestly 
played, si 
5) There must be equitable dis- 


tribution of the risk of loss and 


the hope of gain. The elements 
of risk should be apparent or 
ascertainable. 


6) The one who gambles must 
be free to dispose of and be able 
to afford the loss of money or 
goods which he wagers. Only 
such money as is not required 
for other things is admissible in 
lotteries or games of chance of

Father Brandon's ‘Dignity Of Man’ 


Two weeks ago the remains of 
the Very Rev. Thomas A. Brandon, 
O.8.C., were placed in rest at 
Sacred Heart Seminary cemetery, 
Fort Wayne. Since 1938, when he 
brought the Crosier Fathers to the 
diocese, the seminary campus had 
been the pivot around which he 
spent his life in this area. 


Early in that career, Father 
Brandon placed his threads among 
friends and organizations in the 
city of Fort Wayne; when death 
came they were closely knit in 
bonds of love and respect. His rec- 
ord with the St. Thomas Retreat 
League, the Catholic Business and 
Professional Women, the Knights 
of Columbus and the St. Vincent 
de Paul Retreat, is well known. 

The threads were extended when 
Father Brandon visited the Crosier 
Motherhouse in Holland; when he 
became Vicar General of the Cros- 
iers in the United States; when 
the Order took charge of the dio- 
ae 2 cesan seminary 
, at Our Lady of 
the Lake, Wa- 
wasee. The re- 
sults of the ex- 
tension were 
again the same: 
magnanim ous 
acceptance and 
lasting friend- 


ships. 
= The ability to 
Manoski make friends 


was best  dis- 
played during Father Brandon's 
activity with the State Council of 
the Knights of Columbus. He was 
appointed state chaplain by Wil- 
liam Zahn, then state deputy, in 
May, 1950. He served two terms 
but the illness that eventually took 
his life got in a few good licks be. 
fore all his solid ideas could be 
exploited. However, for what he 
accomplished for the Knights of 
Columbus in Indiana he will ever 
be remembered. 


Today, every council in the State 
of Indiana has members who were 
personally acquainted with Father 
Brandon, or who were in his pres- 
ence from time to time, or who 
had heard him speak on state oc- 
casions or in “off the record” ses- 
sions. They have been the gain- 
ers. 

His wedge was the “Dignity of 
Man” program. He proposed it 
to the state council. It was ac- 
cepted completely. 

He always liked to tell how the 
program took root. 


When he had an audience with 
Pope Pius XII in 1946, the Holy 
Father learned that Father Bran- 
don was to be associated with the 
teaching of seminarians. When 
Father asked the Pope if there was 
a special message to be brought 
to the United States, the Holy Fa- 
ther said to him, “When you teach 
remember the dignity of man.” 

Father Brandon did remember. 
On his return to America, he began 
talking and teaching man’s dignity. 
His banquet address at the state 
K. of C. convention in Terre Haute 
in 1950 will go down as a master- 
piece. It will also be recalled be- 
cause at that meeting he became 
the state chaplain and was offered 
a machinery of men to promote his 
ideas. 

Working with the state Catholic 

Affairs Committee, the first effort 
was a Dignity of Man prayer card. 
It carried a picture of a man top-
